Tho luisinoss 
of tho court is always in arrear, and it 
seems impossible lliat it Bhould be otliorwi-e 
when the presidio.^' judge liai so much other 
Tiioro important business to attend to. If wu 
had a judge sitting io the town ibrco slated 
days in every month, ho would probably get 
through most of the busiiicsK. An ail- 
journmcnt would jf Cuurjis occasionally bo 
necessary, but if tlie cmirt were lield in a 
buildiiiy devoted exclusively to ?i!iall causes, 
and in a convenient situation, thoro would ho 
very littio diflioulty in getting through the 
business. We should be glad lo see tho hon. 
mcmbor eiiku^'ing the scope of bis bill. Wo 
cannot believe that it would worlf well to 
Ihruft the ndditiniial duliej of small debt 
judge upon the dlipcmliaiy inai^i.slratc. In 
IJritish Uolninbia it is done of necessity, but 
many ore of opinion that even in that colony 
it would bo belter for one judge o( connly 
court!' lo be appointod lo take the circuit cf 
all the towns. In our otvn colony it would 
hardly be neccs.sary to hold any courl.i out- 
side of Victoiia, cxcopt at Nanaim.i ; bul it 
ij probable thai commercially speaking it 
might be beneficial to hove a county court 
judge sitting alternate weeks in Victoria and 
New Westminster, haviiit; concurrent juris 
diction in the two coUmio.-. Tliore u no 
d iubt that good would accrue in both colonies 
frym .^omo "ort of amalgamation in the couils 
of law. Hero is a lair field for the exercise 
pfjthe talents jof some ol oqr members, and we 
bclicvo both colonies would welcome the in- 
iro'iuetioii of such n incasuro. 

' Tho gloom of winter is upon us, and jcl 
we seo no sign of lighting up our atroots with 
gas. We cannot however suppose that our 
city council have entirely glvjn up the idfii 
of giving us sonic little seeurily in traversing 
tho streel.s in the d.irk nights during wliieh 
so many from one cause or anolher are gouii? 
to and "fro llirough tho city. In the pr^sctit 
sute of the jtreota it cannot bo denied thai

•cross tho thorofarcs slier iTark. In tho princi- 
pal streets where there is laueh Irallie. the 
orbssioga ore not oo bad, biii lot Iho tool 

passenger a^tempttOjcross Govorb^iaent street 
fifty yards; below the St. Nicholas Hotel 
after dutk,'aDd he will find that the iiocissity 
for lights is not e.xaggeiate 1. Wo do not 

sock to ur^o the corporation irilo any reckless 
e.tlravagancc, bu". we v.<ni!il remind ihcin 
that Iho revenue is likely to be larger 
next year than it has during that just past, 
whilst tho expenses in all probabilily will 
Hot be so large. Tho heaviest undertakinm 
have been completed, if wo except a .-y^-tem 
of saworngo and drainage, and it is ii it hkidy 
thai the couuell will altcuipt l!.e,e woiks 
without b rrowing a sullicieat capital to cairy 
ttem out efficienlly aiid completely. We 
may therefore look for some sncli minor im- 
provements to our city as can be elleeted out 
of the annual income, and ainong-it ihc.^e we 
may count the lighting of the streets as one 
of tlu! foremost. It is ii"t so much in the 
heart of the ciiy thallhe want is felt, as in the 
outskirts, where tho lights from- tho houses 
do not cast any light over tho roads or ibo 
crossings, and where the iaipcrfect iialnrc of 
the streets is more sensibly loll than in those 
parts of the city where the streets are more 
perreiuiv laiil u</,vii. The continuance of the 
bide\Yalks in ihair present condition is not lo 
bo tolerated ; a city with a population as 
large as that of Victoria, must not bo left in 
snch a slate that the inhauilalili cannot safu- 
ly walk from one end l.i tho oih.T at nigiit. 
Many improvements have been made in the 
city during Iho past year, but llicre is con- 
Kiderable room for more. Great hopes are 
entertained of the elBcienoy of our new 
council, wo trust they will not disappoint 
the elcclor.s. There is ample oppurt .niiy 
for each and all of our c jiincillors lo perlonii 
his duty towards ihe city. They have cmin 
into oliice during tho dopendcnco of a law 
suit, tho result of which may one way or 
anolher materially affect tho council and ihe 
citizonB. If may become necessary before 
the taxation (lueslion is .set at rest, lo take a 
public vide upon it. and we wnnhl wan, the 
council that lo carry tho pcoplo with them 
in all Uieir measures is not difDcult, and 
"hero it in posisiblo it is undoubtedly politic.

Tho Indian refused to givo 
any evidence against liiin. Commander Ver-

Had this individual been on the soil of \'an- 
couvcr l iii'.nd in^ttoad of the sister colony, he 
eould have brtcn lined £100, and his house 
deslroyod. Tim natives were very angry at 
this iiiterl'iirenei! with their friend. They 
refused lo cut wood for the gunhoot, or carry 
011 any Iraile with Iho ship's company. The 
only other seizure made by lliu Grappler was 
ol the " Shark" at Xanaimo. She was handed 
over to dipt. Frauklyii, J. I'., and hor owner 
having been convicted ol whisky selling at 
('>iinox, and of landing it within tho Indian 
villages, he iwiis' fined £100, and his vessel 
confiscated to tho crown. Tho business nl 
ivading the law, and the difTicullies of ob- 
taining convictions render it tbc moru necei- 
sary to ehforoe' tbe,'pehalty when tkij ofTenee 
is proved. There arp^fivejresaols especially 
notorious up the coasf for their share in this 
demoralizing trulGo.

Two dnys alter leaving Bella Coola 
she went ashore in tl)a night at Milbaiik 
Sound, in a heavy squall, b4t fortunately sho 
was g d oil alter a few hours without serioui 

d. una;: ;. She returned to Metlakahtlnh from 
Fort Simpson ou the 3Ut, and atnrled again 
on her southward voyago on Nov. 6lh, having 
been dutaincd there by bod weather. On her 
wav down «ho visited tho Indian village at 
Kiiiiiiaht, and ut Kitcalit. The former of 
thee u at the head, tliu latlor half way up, 
tho Dmiglaii Channel — a Ion;; inlet resembling 
liuto ai.d the lienlinck -Vrin, runriiiig up 
through tlio coast range some fifty or siMy 
niili.'s? l)n the aflernooii of the Uifh Nov. thu 
G I appier SI ruck 011 a sniikon reef in .Milbank 
S' uoil, 111.

I We all know that the less we exerei'e the 
j less health wo have, and the more cerlain are 
I we to (iio before our tjaio. But ccnipara- 
j lively few persons are ablo lo explain how 
j e.\ercisu does pronioto health. Holli beast 
aud bird, iu a slale of nature, are e.\empt 
I'roin disease, e.i[copt iu rare cases ; it is be- 
cause iIk; unappeasable instinct of saarching 
for their ucccsjary food impels them to 
ceaseless activities. Children, when left to 
theinsoivcs, eat a great deal and huva excel- 
lent health, because ihey will be doing some- 
thing all the timo, until they become so tired 
they fiill asleep;, and,BS^aooD^:a8]tbey wake 
they begin rigtit away to ran about again ; 
thus their, whme.esl^tence is spent in alter- 
ualq t!^t(n^ an^;fl.e{aping and cxerciNo, which 
is interesting and ptcasurublo. The health 
ol chidbood' would be enjoyed by those ol 
maturer ycarB,-if, like'phildren, ihey would 
oat only when they are iiUDgry, stop when 
they have done, take rest in sleep as soon as 
thsy. ar^^ ^V^it. .<i,i\i^;wi)«a,.not,9sting 0^ rest- 
in^;' they 'Would' spend 'the timrdiligently in 
such muscular activities as would bo inicr- 
csting,' agreeoblo'> and profitable. K.xercisc 
without mental elasticity, without an enliven- 
nicnt of the feelings and the mind, is uf coni- 
paratively little value. 

1. K.xoroii8 is health-producing, because it 
works oil and out ol tha system its waste, 
dead and ellete matters; these aro all con- 
vened into a liquid form called by some 
" humors," which have exit from the body 
through the "pores" of tho skin, iu the shapo 
of [irospiration, which all have seen, and 
which all know is the result of cxeri^ise, w hen 
the budy is in a statu of lioalili. Tlius it is 
that persons who do uot perspire, who have u 
dry skin, are alw.iys either feverish or chilly, 
and are iiovor well, and never can be as long 
as lhat coiidilion exists.

;i. K.\erc.:e is healthful, becaiiso the mora 
wo e.xerciso tha faster wc breathe. If wo 
breathe (aster, wo take that much mora nir 
into the lungs ; but it is tha air wu breathe 
which purilies tho blood, and tho more air wo 
tako in, tha more perfectly is that process 
performed ; the purer the blood is, as every- 
body knows, tho better tho health mu.st be 
llonec, wheu a person's lungs aro impaired, 
he does nut lake iu enough air tor the wants 
uf tho system ; that being the case, the air liii 
does bre'qllie should bo the purest possible, 
which is out-ddcr air. Ilenca, the more a 
coiisumptiye Stays in the house, tho inuru cer- 
tain and the mora speedy is his death.
